NEWFIELDs, N. H., February 15, 1899. 


Report of School Board, 1898-9. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
town hall on Monday evening, March 14, 1898, the moderator, 
Charles E. Smith, in the chair. Seven ladies were present and 
took an active part in the meeting. | 

Christopher A. Pollard was chosen clerk for the ensuing year. 
Charles E. Smith was elected moderator for the coming year and 
James H. Fitts a member of the School Board for the next three 
years. Charles H. Sanborn was chosen treasurer and Frank C. 
Neal auditor for the ensuing year. ‘The School Board presented 
their annual report on the condition of the several schools in the 
district, which was adopted. 

The organization of the School Board took place at the town 
office, Tuesday, March 15, 1898. ‘The following sub-committees 
were chosen: William H. Conner on finance and repairs, James 
H. Fitts on superintendence, text books and school supplies. In the 
temporary absence from town of Augustus W. Richards, Charles E. 
“Smith was appointed sub-committee on Piscassic school. William 
Pease was chosen truant officer for the coming year. ‘The select- 
men were authorized to enumerate the children of school age in 
town. Harry S. Rowe was elected teacher of the grammar school, 
Harriet E. Sanborn teacher of the primary school and Myra E. 
Fulton teacher of the Piscassic school. Charles H. Sanborn de- 
clining to serve as treasurer, Mrs. George W. Paul was appointed 
treasurer for the ensuing year, who placed satisfactory bonds in the 
hands of the School Board. 

With the opening of the financial year the school room at 
Piscassic received needed repairs and was freshened with paint. 
A valuable Historical Chart has been placed in the Grammar 
School room. This school was also presented the picture “A 
Labor of Love,” representing an old soldier mending the flag. 
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Wentworth’s Elementary and Practical Arithmetics were placed in 
all the schools. Hutchison’s Physiology, which has been in our 
schools since 1883, was exchanged for Blaisdell’s series. Perhaps 
our Readers, which have been in use ten years, should be ex- 
changed for other books. The text-books now in use are, Har- 
rington’s Speller, Franklin Readers, Patterson’s Grammar, Frye’s 
Geographies, Wentworth’s Arithmetics, Merrill’s Vertical Penman- 
ship, Barnes’ History, Meservey’s Book-keeping,  Blaisdell’s 
Physiology, Hill’s Rhetoric, Wentworth’s Algebra, Mowry’s Civil 
Government, Wells’ Natural Philosophy, Allen and Greenough’s 
Latin Grammar. 

The enumeration by agents of the School Board in April, 1898, 
gave us 97 children of school age in town—boys 44, girls 53. 
This number exceeds that of the preceding year by 14 children. 

The several schools in town began promptly April 4, 1898, and 
have each completed three terms—the Grammar and Primary 
Schools amounting to 31 weeks each, and the Piscassic school 29 
weeks. In addition a Sub-Primary class was taught by Isabel E. 
Foster 12 weeks. ‘The aggregate of all the schools in town has 
been 103 weeks. “This is 7 weeks more schooling than last year. 

At the close of the school year in August, Mr. Rowe resigned as 
teacher of the Grammar School and Ernest M. Gleason was ap- 
pointed in his place. Miss Fulton also resigned at Piscassic and 
Mabel J. Thompson was elected teacher. At the opening of the 
Winter term Miss Thompson was succeded by Jared A. P. Neal. 

The Grammar School went Maying April 27. Teachers and 
scholars at the Centre schools attended the marriage of Frank C. 
Taplin and Elizabeth Marion Sanborn in the Methodist church, 
May Il. 

All the teachers and many pupils in town took a prominent 
part in historical declamation and drill exercises in the Town Hall 
on the evenings of May 26 and 27, before the Village Improve- 
ment Society and its Loan Exhibit. 

Monday, May 30,.Memorial Day, address in the Universalist 
church by Rev. Ralph E. Conner, singing by pupils and recitation 
by Mary F. Smith. A procession was formed bearing flowers to 
the cemetery. 
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The examination at Piscassic school, June 23, was attended by 
fifteen visitors, pleased with classes in percentage, commission 
and mensuration. Other exercises were recitations and a dialogue. 
The teacher presented each pupil with a beautiful colored sou- 
venir on which was shown the percentage of attendance of the 
several pupils for the term. 

The Town Hall was well filled at the closing exercises of the 
Centre schools June 24. ‘The program consisted of 32 parts. Be- 
side exercises in singing, four dialogues and a flag drill, there were 
classes in Grammar, History and Latin, single pieces by Ella 
Hanscomb, Mabel Paul, Eva Howard, Geneva Hanson, Nannie J. 
Leddy, Grace Hall, Mabel Neal, Harrison Hayden, Dow Leddy 
and Wallace S. Paul, declamations by Arthur W. Simpson, James 
A. Leddy and Ethel M. A. Hanson, compositions by Alice M. 
Leddy, and Bernice Jones, a Latin declamation by Winifred M. 
Whipp, and a triologue in Latin by Misses Leddy, Simpson and 
Whipp. . 

At the autumn examination, at Piscassic, December 15, classes 
were presented in Spelling, Physiology and Algebra. This class in 
Algebra probably stands first now in town. At the Grammar 
school, December 15, classes were presented in Spelling, Reading, 
Compound Numbers and Compound Interest. At the Primary 
school December 16, there were classes in Spelling, Reading and 
Physiology, with a general Christmas exercise, closing with refresh- 
ments of apples and pop-corn. ‘The sub-primary class, which 
ranked somewhere between Kindergarten and the University, toward 
which it made commendable progress, closed December 2. 

*The terms were short and the classes small, but fine progress 
was made by the pupils present. Edward A. Hartnett died Febru- 
ary 8, 1899. He was a faithful pupil. 

Abbreviated terms of schooling, frequent change of teachers, and 
non-attendance of scholars, have rendered the closing exercises of 
the schools somewhat less satisfactory than usual, but probably all 
has been accomplished that could wisely be expected under the 
circumstances. 


*The winter schools were nearly broken up by prevailing sickness among the 
scholars, 
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A State Teachers’ Association at Nashua October 14 and 15 was 
attended by Miss Sanborn. A County Teachers’ Association, at 
Exeter, October 21, was attended by Misses Sanborn, Thompson, 
and Foster, and by Mr. Gleason. A Teachers’ Institute at Dover, 
February 10, was attended by Miss Sanborn. 

Twelve students have attended school out of town the present 
year.
